(a) provide speakers or participants on panels or seminars, (b) arrange 
contacts for AWC faculty members to discuss substantive problems 
with Agency officers, and (c) arrange for the visit to Headquarters for 
a briefing session of a select group of about 32 AWC students rather 
than the entire class. We did not discourage the class visit but indicated 
the limitations of the Auditorium for an effective exchange.

SUBJECT 


Liaison with the Army War/College during the 
Academic Year 1972-73 


1. This memorandum is for your information. It is a recap of 
your recommendations for handling liaison with the Army War College 
(AW C) during the academic year 1972-73. The recommendations were 
discussed in two meetings I had in the early spring of this year. The 
first meeting was on 17 March at AWC with General Franklin M. 

Davis, Jr. , Commandant, and Colonel Harold A. Barber, III, the 
Director of Curriculum. The second meeting was on 13 April in my 
office with Colonel John E. Coon, Director of Chinese and Asian Com- 

STAT munist Studies. | ~| Chief of the School of Intelligence 

and World Affairs, attended the meeting with Colonel Coon. 

2. Our proposed support is threefold: We will continue to provide 
speakers to lecture, conduct seminars, and to participate in panel dis- 
cussions; their faculty members have an open invitation to visit Head- 
quarters to talk with Agency officers about substantive matters and that 
we would send our people to Carlisle, if necessary, for such an exchange; 
and thirdly, we would welcome a class visit to Headquarters — though it 
was apparent that there were misgivings about this suggestion since 

200 officers in the Auditorium would seriously limit the range of inter- 
change. All agreed thaft a one-day visit of a smaller group of about 32 
students and three facility members was a more practical and productive 
approach. The visit/would approximate four hours of formal presentations 
on responsibilities, 7 capabilities, and operations of the Agency. Lunch 
would be included/ 
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3. of this office will be completing his assign- 

ment to the Army War College on Friday, 30 June, thus ending the 
Agency's one- year experiment in residential representation on the fac- 
ulty. In conversatio n with General Davis and the two Colonels, I sug- 
gested that they call or me to discuss their requirements 

but acknowledged that historically, their officers have maintained their 
own personal contacts in CIA and it is expected that some of those officers 
will want to continue the practice.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT: Senior Schools - Agency Representatives 


1 • On 3 March I asked Dr. Edward Proctor lor his views on providing 
an officer to represent the Agency at the Ar my War Colleg e (AWC). I ex- 
plained that It had been decided to withdraw and change the 

nature of our liaison at the AWC after one year. Dr. Proctor recalled that 
It had been the Agency's plan to assess the value to both the AWC and the 
Agency after one year. I also told him that Mr. Colby Intended that I go and 
speak with General Davis with the aim of altering our liaison along these 
lines: 


STAT 


a. Invite the class to visit the Agency. 

b. Sending of Agency representatives to speak to the class. 

c. Arrange for a monthly visit by an Agency liaison officer. 

2. Dr. Proctor said that he thought the Idea of having a representative 
at the AWC a "poor one. " He mentioned the fact that their "man" at the 
Naval War College had been there "three or four years" and that now he did 
not want to come home. Further, If anyone was sent he should be a good man; 
and a good, young man Is bound to hurt his career by going off out of the main 
stream for a couple of years. Ed did think that It's all right to assign a man 
to the National War College for "they need an economist on the staff and we 
can supply one. " 

3. Ed thinks the Agency should be "hard nosed" about placing anyone at 
these Colleges In these lean times, except the economist at the NWC. He did 
not like the Idea of having an Agency representative visit the Colleges on a 
monthly basis --rather he prefers that the War College officer travel to see us, 
If a monthly visit arrangement is made. 

4. On 3 March 1972, after escorting Mr. Colby to the Midcareer Course, 
I had the occasion to mention the above to him.

1. The attached represents the result of our discussions 

about the Army War College. I understand from 25X1 

that we probably ought to think of somewhat the same approach to 

Navy War College representation, which is up for renewal or change 

this coming summer. He also tells me that the Air War College 

may be making a bid to us and we might work out a pattern. In the 

course of this, we might also examine how we relate to the National 

War College and see if a somewhat similar pattern or different one 

might be appropriate there. 

2. I believe that this over -all problem of managing our re- 
lationships with the War Colleges and other Agency seminars is appro- 
priately left with you and DTR, although I confess a continuing interest 
in it and I hope you will keep me advised. Most of all, I think we should 
try to get across to the students in these Colleges the fact that national 
intelligence has an important call upon their time, attention, and sym- 
pathy in their future responsibilities. Many are well aware of the value 
of intelligence to them as commanders but I think we have to promote 
rather assiduously the value of intelligence to our national leadership 
through the intelligence structure we have established.

He has indicated his 
willingness to remain here for another year, should that course 
meet with your approval or the Agency's plans. 


I would like to see

assignment for another year. His contributions are of particular 
value at a time when an understanding of the national intelligence 
effort is increasingly important to military officers. However, 
as I have indicated, either is an acceptable candidate. 

For your information, I am enclosing the official summary of 
his duties, although in the case of the incumbent his contri- 
butions extend far beyond those listed. If you find it convenient 
to extend his tour, I would expect to continue to draw fully on 
his broad experience and expertise, both in the intelligence 
field and in that of Soviet affairs. 
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Whatever your decision, please be assured that we welcome 
the presence of a CIA representative on our staff and look 
forward to continuing this most valuable relationship.
